The artillery unit is armed with annroximately 20 horse-drawn 
field pieces nounted on rubber wheels, and the infantry troons sre armed 
with Bulgarian~model Mannlicher rifles, 


2. There is an airfield approxinately 5,599 square meters in size, located 
three kilometers north of Lovech » With a runway 69 meters long and 20 
ae ee neters wide. Informant observed approxi-etely seven triple-enrine sir. 
crairt based at tunis field. ‘There are also 29 barracks, housing aprroxi- 
nately 1,500 troops, located at the field, 
3. A hydroelectric power station, located south of Vidino Viieare an vie sroyan 
district, was constructed and began operating sometime in early 1950. 
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
